THE OPERATIONS AT 
PORT ARTHUR. 


JAPANESR OFFICIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


’ Toxyo,, 9th October, 8.40 pan. 

‘Lhe Headquartors at Tokyo jias issued. a 
summary of the movements of ihe besiey ing 
army at Port Arthur up to the Sleb July Inst 
of which the, more important items aro as 
follows :— : 

On tho 26th May tho Army captured Nan- 
shan, and the day following oceupied Nankial- 
ing, in consequence of which: the. enemy in 
the neighbourhood of Sanshilipn Station was 


compelled to retreat to the station and towards + 


Port Arthur. 

On the 28th Muy wo captured Linshutun and 
found that the enemy had dastroyed the fort 
and several buildings togather with a part of a 
wharf. In this engagemont we captured four 
guns, 46 railway carts, and other booty. 

By the. 29th Muy we had marched along the 
heights to about. two miles and a half sou th-weat 
of Saushilipu, and on the 30th occupied a posi- 
tion in a line from Antsushan (about threé miles 
and a half cast of Lonohotsy) to Taitsushan (five 
miles north-east of Shaopingtau). 

Tn Dalny, the well-built godowns and barracks, 
awnbering about » hundred, besides a telegraph 
offige und station, have not been . destroyed 
Our booty there included about’ 480 railway 
carts, 50 sampans for uge at the wharves, about 
2,000 tons of coul, and 20,000 sleepers. We 
found the dock and pontoon in perfect condition, 
although a considerable portion of the largest 
wharf ‘had broken’ and fullon into the seo. A 
few stoam launches were found to have been 
aunk at the entrance to the deck,

Thoy again inti fire.on the 18th July, and 
on the 26th our army commenced a pro-arranged.

THE RUSSIAN OFFICIAL REPORTS, 

Following ‘ato the reports of the Battle of 
Liaoyang forwarded. by General Kuropatkin to 
his sovereign :—. 

Qnd Seprestuer. 

. At nightfall yestordaythe Japanese attacked 
the Sy-kwan-tan position, . but were’ re- 
pulsed, after a hot light. They ronowed their 
attack ‘ab night, this time with success, driving 
back a repiment in the direction of ‘Sa-ku-tun. 
Thé retreat of this regimont led to the. evacna- 
tion of positions held by other troops, Towards 
tha morning the troops advanced graduully in 
ordor to retake. the Sy-kwap-tun position. 

“At down to-day I assumed’ the offensive 
against the troops of General Kuroki’s army, 
At midday the heads of the attacking -corps 
wore in line.

GENERAL SAKIAROFF'S ACCOUNT.

After a dosperate 
fight we captured the whole chain of mountains 
west of Sy-kwan-tun, but we immediately made

J: apanese forces with u front extending from the 
‘heights at the Yen-tai mines to the river Tai- 
tso. A detachment under Major-General Orloff

Army Corps camo up, and General Stackelbérg 
checked the attacking Japanese, In this fight 
the brave commander of the 2nd Siherfan 
Regiment, Colonel Oxoysky, was severely 
wounded.

Your Exeelloncy,—I huve now the honour to 
lay before you in detail, the views of this Cham- 
ber regarding the Provisionsl Regulations for 
the Rogistration of Trade Marks, whiel’ 
Regulations sere submitted to the considera~ 
tion of a Special Gonoral Meoting of Meiners 
on 22nd inst, A copy of the Minatos of that 
meeting ix enclosed herewith for reference. 

The convoning of that’ Meeting had its.origin 
in the.xecoipt by this Chamber of « communica. 
tion from Mr. J. W. Jamieson, H. B. M.'s Com- 
mercial Attachd, stating that he had received, 
a telegram from Your Excellency to the offect 


that. regarding the postponement of the coming | _ 


into force of tho Regulations for six months 
as requested by this Chamber and other Com- 
morcial Bodies, you would find yourself in a 
better - position to formulate a request to the 
Chinese Government, were you placed in 
possession of the views hold hy the Chamber of 
Commerce and other Commercial Bodies on the 
‘| various points requiring, in their opinion, 
larther consideration, and should you consider 
them of sufficient importauce to warrant a re- 
opening of the question. 

I bog to say by way of preface, that tie is 
no feeling of antagonism among the mercantile 
community here on the subject of Trade Marks 
legislation generally—on the contrary, the 
desire is as stroug ag ever, to havo the provisions 
of Clause VII of the British Treaty of 1902 
given offect to by an offective system of re- 
gistration at a reasonable fee. I would also 
add -that, in reading the Regulations sand 
criticising thom this Chamber has adhered 
solely to the translation made by Mi J. W. 
Jamieson—copy of which I have the, lonour to 
enclose. . ‘ 7 

I think it of importance that this ‘should be 
mentioned -as there are olher translations, 
emanating from official sources which differ in 
some respect from that which has been laid 
pefore this Chamber, and it is possible that some 
of the clausos which now appear ambiguous, 
may be capable of explanation in this way. 

“The grounds on which the reijuest, for post- 
ponement is based ure, that further consideration 
is deemed advisable on the following points, 
‘and thot as many firms and individuals here are 
acting as Agents for others in Europe, thero: 


_is not sufficient time before 23rd October for 


those so situated to consult their principals and 
to receive their instrnetions. 

The Registrar.--It ig not stated in the Re- 
gulations whether this official is to bo a Chinese 
or u Foreigner, nor is any provision made for 
appeal against the Registrar's ‘ruling : to ‘a 
higher authority—w reconsideration of ruling 
py the Registrar himself only being referred 
to in the seule of Fees, 

This Chamber respectfully urges the import: 
ance of the Registrar being a Foreigner who 
shall be an expert in the matter of Trade 
Marks, and the desirability of: Appeal from 
tho Registrar's ruling to the Foreign Ministers 
at Peking. 

Language. ~The Regn'ations. as thoy stand, 
require that Foreign Applications he accompani- 
ed by Chinoso translations, This Chamber is 
of opinion that Foreign Correspondence should 
he admitted in the English language only for 
the following vousons :— 

-(a) According to Clause VIT of the British 
Treaty 1902, the Registration Offices are to be 
under the Imperial Maritime Customs. In all 
Departments of the Customs, English is the 
universal language for the transaction of 
business with foreigners, and there would 
appear to be no sufficient reason why an excep- 
tion should be made in respect of the Registrar's 
Departiment—more especially as the ataff will 
be foreign and English is the one language 
common to all the nationslities of which the 
Customs staff is composed. 

(b) The Applicant would be entirely in the 
hands of his translator in making his application 
and might subsequently find that the Rogistrur 
would not aceept his translation as correctly

Scule of Fees.—It is the unanimous opinion 
of the Mombors of this Chamber that the scala 
of fees is contrary to the spirit of Clause VII 
of tho British Treaty 1902, which stipulates 
that Foreign Traide-marks may be registered at 
a veasonudle fee. It is also defective in omitting 
to state whether the fees, aa stated, are ‘payable 
for registration in each class, or constitute on | - 
inclusive payment for one mark in al! classes at 
the option of the Applicant. 

Jn this connection, I may state that thoro 

is considerable doubt as to the interpretation of 
Regulation 11 and Dotailed Rulo 21, . These. 
two paragraphs appear to ‘impose upon Firms 
making any chango in their partnership arrango- 
ments, the nocessity of paying Ts. 20 per mark 
for tho recording of each such change. 
As the admission an‘ retirement of partners 
in Firms in China are of such frequent 
oecurrence, this regulation would involve a very 
aorious outlay and would, for this reason, call 
for a strong protest on the part of this 
Chamber. 

On the other hand, if this is not the inten- 
tion of the Regulations, an amendment of the 
wording in order ‘to obviate any possible mis- 
conception on the point, is held to be important. 

Protection of Marks Registered Abroad and 
Marka that have been used .in China fur ovr 
twa years prior to the Application for Reyistra- 

tion,—Regulations 8, 19, and 21 contain the 
provisions for. the protection, of established 
marks, such protection cousisting in the fact 
that such marks “cannot be registered ”’—(I 
may here note tha othor translations interpret 
this “ will be refused re- istration”) and in the 
event of infringement, the proprietor has the |- 
right to proceed against the, offender who Gf 
he be a Chineso) on the casa being proved will 
be punished.

a telegram from Your Excellency to the offect 
that, regarding tho postponement of the coming 
into force of the Regulations for six, months 
as requested by this Chamber and other Com- 
mercial Bodies, you would find yourself in a 
bottor position to formulate a request to the 
Chinese. Government, wero you “placed in 
possession of the views hold by the Chamber of 
Commerce und other Commercial Bodies on the 
various’ points requiring, in their opinion, 
furthor considoration, and should you consider 
them of, sufficient importanco to warrant.a re- 
opening of the question. 

LT beg to say by way of proface, thot thore is 
no feeling of antagonism among the mercantile 
community here on the subject of Trade Marks 
legislation generally—on the contrary, the 
desire, is as strong as ever, to have the provisions 
of Clause VII of the British Treaty of 1902 
given effect to by an effective system of re- 
gistration at a reasonable fee. I would also 
add ‘that, in reading the Regulations and 
criticising thom this Chamber has adhered 
solely to the translation made by Mr J. W. 
Jamieson—copy of which I have the honour to 
enclose. 

I think it of importance that this should be 
mentioned “aa thera ara other . translations, 
emanating from official sources which differ in, 
some respect from that which hos been laid 
pefore this Chambor, and it is possible that some 
of the clauses which now appear ambiguous, 
may be capable of explanation in this way. 

The grounds on which the request for post- 
ponemeut is based are, that further consideration 
is: deemed advisable on the following points, 
and that as many firms aud individuals here are. 
acting os J Agonts for others in Europe, thoro 
js not sufficient time before 23rd Octobor for 
those so sitnated to consult their principals and 
to receive their instructions, 

The Registrar--It ‘is not stated in the Re- 
gulations whether this official is to he a Chinese 
or a Foreigner, nor is any provision made for 
appeal against the Registrar's iuling to 


higher authority—a reconsideration of ruling | 


by the Registrar limself only being referred 
to in tha seale of Feos, 

This Chamber respectfully urges tho import- 
ance of the Rogistrar beisrg 1 Foreigner who 
shell be au expert in tho matter of Trade 
Marks, and the desirability of Appeal from 
the Registrar's ruling to the Foreign Ministers 
at Peking. 

Language. —The Reguw'ations, as they stand, 
require that Foreign Applications he accompani- 
od by: Chinese translations. This Chamber. is 
of opinion that Foreign Correspondence should 
be admitted in the Healt language only for 
the following reasons : 

(a) According to Clause VII of: the British 
Treaty 1902, the Registration Offices are to be 
under the Imperial Maritime Customs. In all 
| Departments of the Custonis, English is the 
universal language -for the transaction of’ 
business with foreigners, and there’ would 
appear to he no sufficient reason why an oxcep- 
tion should be made in respect of the Registrar's 
Dopartment—more especially as the staff will 
be foreign and English is the one language 
common to all the nationalities of which the 
Customs staff is composed. ‘ 

(b.) The Applicant would ba entirely in the 
honds of his translator in making his application 
and might subsequently find that the Registrar 
would not accept his translation as correctly

Seale -of Feea—It is the wnunimous opinion 


of the Mombars of’ this Chamber that the scale 
of feos in contrary to the spirit of Clause VII 
of the British Troaty 1902, which stipulates 
that Foreign Trado-marks may be registered at 
a reasonable fee. Tt ia also defective in omitting 
to state whother the fees, as stated, are payable 
for’ registration in each class, or constitute an 
inclusive paymont for ono mark in all classes nt 
the option of the Applicant. 

Jn this connection, I may ‘atate that there 
is considerable doubt as te the interprotation of 


Rezulation 11 and Detailud Rule 21. These 
two paragraphs appear to impose ‘upon Finns 
‘making any chango in thoir partnership arrange- 
ments, the necessity of paying Ts. 20 per mark 
for the recording of onch such change. 

Astho admission and retirement of partnors 
in . Firms ‘in China aro. of .such frequent 
occurrence, this regulation would involve a very 
serious outlny and would, for this reason, call 
for a strong protest on the part. of this 
Chamber. 

On the othor ana if this is not the inton- 
tion of the Regulations, an amendment of the 
wording’ in order to qbviato any possible mis- 
conception on the point, is Held to he important. 

Protection of Marks Reytetured Abroad and 
Marka that have been used in Chind for over 
two years prior to the Application for Registra 
fien.— Regulations 8, 19, and 21 contain the 
provisions for the protection of ostablished 
marks, such protection consisting in the fact 
that such marka “cannot be registered "—(I 
may here note that othor translations interprot 
this “ will be refused re-sistration’').and in the 
event of infringement, the proprietor has the 
right to procesd ugainst the offender who’ (if 
he bea Chinese) on the case being proved will 
be punished, 

This is the-reading of the regulations by one 
section of the Members of the Chamber, while 
there is another section to whom it is not clear. 
that those threo ‘articles contain even, efficient 
protection for old marks which are sof register- 
ed in China, 

But assuming that the former interpretation 
is the correct ono, it means that the proprietors 


not being infringod—a contingency that would 
certainly arise otherwise, a3 the marks not boing 
registered. ‘the Registrar would not. st .the 
time of application by another, be in possession 
of the information which would jastify him in 
refusing registration. 4s 

Tho constant necessity of such vigilance, 
apart from the payment of examination fees, 
would become un intolerable burden, but to 
adopt the alternative of rogistering all old 
marks would cost many of the older firms in 
Shanghai from Ts. 10,000 to Tls, 20,000 under 
the present scale of foos: 

As it was evidently not the intention of tho 
British Govornmont when muking the Treaty, 
that Merchants: should be in o worse position 
than, they were before, this Chamber cannot: 
doubt that a more reasonable: and: Jess burden- 
some form of protection than the present Regu- 
lutions contain wil! bo insisted on.

which appears to this Chamber to bo tho only 
sound basis, but the cost of registering 200 or 
300 marks undor the scale laid down in Regula. 
tion 23 is prohibitive, and this Chamber ventures 
to suggest that the difficulty might be met by 
requiring owners of Trade Marks registered 
abroad, ond marks which have been used in 
China for'over two years, to deposit such marks 
with the Registrar, accompanied by satisfactory 
proof of title, in order that the Registrar might 
have in his posseseion the necessary particulars 
for reference when considering applications. 
Shonld this suggestion not moat with approval, 
another way-out of the difficulty might be found 
in permitting proprietors of such marks to 
register the same for the payment of an initial 
foe of, say Tls. 80, and a further fee of TH, 1 for 
overy ‘mark 50 registered. 

Finally, this Chambor is strongly of opinion 
that it is very ‘desirabie that an authorised 
English translation of the Regulations be issued 
which shall be accepted as the official guide in 
| dealing with all Foreign Trademarks, 

In giving the foregoing details, it has been 
my aim to dwell only on thoso points which 
appear to. be of fundamontal importance and to 
pass ever minor ambiguities, whieh one may 
suppose will receive attention before the Pro-, 
visional Regulations, are made absolute. 

T have endeavoured to show that the claim for 
an extension of six months is woll founded, aud I 
earnestly trust that Your Excellency may con- 
sider that the reasons piven warrant your mak- 
ing a request to the Chinese Government in this 
semse,
